ively. If, therefore, men who work i navy
¥urds are Lo receive twenty five per cent. mere
than they would get for the sume work iu pri-
vale establishments, the act of 1362 nust be
repealed. That can only be done by Oungress.,
Nuither the Secretury of the Nuvy nor the
President has the power to repeal & law, or the
right 1o disregard one.”
